Since my last letter, nothing out of 
the eonnnon has happened. Stocks 
have been going up, and stocks have 
been going down. Then there has 
been the usual murder, and the usual 
«uieide, spiced with the attempted 
murder by an avenging brother, etc., 
etc. 
O ur V egetable T roubles 
As prognosticated in my last, we are in 
thick of our vegetable trouble, and 
should there be any vegetariana in 
tliia city, they stand a very fair chance 
of starving. The gardeners still con­ 
tinue firm#, and the Supervisors are as 
obstinate as ever. Every description 
of vegetable, no matter how small the 
quantity or how stale the quality 
brings a high price. Cabbages at 30 
cents each; peas fabulously high, and 
so forth. The hotel and boarding 
housekeepers are regularly nonplussed, 
the private families fall hack on their 
preserved tomatoes, and the free lunch 
houses supply their ravenous custom­ 
ers with crackers ad lib and an occa­ 
sional potato. 
How long this will 
last, time alone will show; the garden­ 
ers wish to compromise the matter and 
promise to remove if time will be giv­ 
en. It is said, and with what truth I 
know not, that the whole afluir is a 
put up job, and that some of the City 
Fathers have been handsomely “seen” 
by the property owners of the neigh­ 
borhood where the wagons in future 
are to stand. In the meantime the 
poor public us usual must stand all the 
annoyance and inconvenience attach­ 
ed to the faulty supply. 
Ship B oard T roubles. 
Day after day our local papers treat 
us to some new atrocity on board ship. 
Scarcely a vessel arrives in our harbor 
without some trouble or another being 
brought to light. Apparently it is now 
the orthodox thing for a captain to be 
denounced for cruelty immediately on 
his arrival. Harris, the missing mate 
of the Sunrise, has at last been found, 
not much credit to the detectives either, 
for according to his own showing he 
lias never hidden himself at all, walk­ 
ing about the principal streets in broad 
daylight, patronizing the theatre, and 
taking his meals at one of our largest 
restaurants.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 


The F a ir. 
The week of the fair end» to-day. 
One or two moderately fast horses 
have been picked up in the country, or 
brought into it from Santa Barbara or 
San Diego; one or two moderately 
respectable races have been run; a few 
hundred visitors have been enticed by 
promises never fulfilled, and the fair 
is over. There is no disguising m at­ 
ters, the fair lias not been a success; 
has not done credit to Los Angeles and 
Its resources. It has simply degener­ 
ated into a series of races; for to this 
department, what little attention has 
been bestowed upon anything, was 
given. In the Rink, $5 has been the 
entrance fee, and the reward of m erit 
a scanty dollar or two. No one could 
hope by excellence even to regain the 
pittance required for entrance to this 
department. As a result the exhibit 
of goods has been small. The H e r a l d 
will have more to say when the fair is 
over and the tale is told. 


E l s e w h e r e is published the essay 
on Compulsory Education, read by J. 
J. Cummings. This is published at 
the request of the County Teachers’ 
Convention, asan answer to the attack 
made upon its author by a morning 
cotemporary. The essay, it must be 
acknowledged by all, deals with the 
question in a fair and logical manner; 
and whatever may be the opinion of 
the reader, he must acknowledge that 
the onslaught was entirely uncalled 
for.

PACIFIC COAST TELEGRAMS.

SAN DIEGO. 


S a n D i e g o , N ov. 14. 
The Tucson Citizen of the 8th pub­ 
lishes a beautiful and eulogistic edi­ 
torial, expressive of the general satis­ 
faction of the people throughout the 
Territory of General Crook's promo­ 
tion by Presideut Grant. 
The free schools in the Territory are 
iu successful operation, having been 
kept open the greater part of the year 
by teachers from California and the 
East. 
Camp Lowell, six miles east of the 
old site, is to be ten miles square. 
It Is reported iu Tuc9on that Caeliise 
is anxious to enter into another agree­ 
m ent with the United States, to pre­ 
vent his people raiding on Mexico. 
Private advices from Yuma say that 
the m ilitary telegraph 11 ue between 
Prescott ana that city was completed 
ou the 9th insL Both places celebra­ 
ted the event In glorious style. 
Private Cassels, who shot and killed 
a pris mer, and is now being court- 
martialed for the offense, will proba­ 
bly be turn.*d over to the civil authori­ 
ties for trial, ou account of the nature 
of the evidence in the case. 
A section of the m ilitary telegraph 
between Maricopa Wells and Tucson, 
was commenced on the 12th inst, and 
will be completed about the 1st of De­ 
cember. 
Capt. Brown, of the Fifth Cavalry, 
who, on a recent scout, made forty-six 
good Indians, is in hot pursuit of an­ 
other band, and the prospect is good 
for their early demise. 


U t i l i z i n g t h e W a t e r . — California 
haa a great deal of water which runs 
to waste. It has water which ought 
to be turning thoussuds of wheels, or 
which should be wetting the ground 
so that grass aud grain will grow. 
The Btate is naturally situated so that 
irrigation can be easily accomplished. 
Every W inter nature'piles up mois­ 
ture iu the mountains in the shape of 
enow, which, slowly melting, runs off 
gradually, so that it can be utilized. 
Canals and ditches can be easily con­ 
structed, so that the water may be 
taken out of the natural drains ami tie 
spread abroad over the rich lands of 
the plains. 
The water source is so 
much higher than the soils which net d 
irrigation that it is an ea«v m atter to 
convey the water to the places which 
want the moisture. 
Very little lias 
heretofore been done in the matter, 
but attention is b e in g drawn in that 
war —[Ora** Valley U u io n . 


The subject of compulsory education 
Inis attracted much attention for sev­ 
eral years past. 
In several of the 
States,laws compelling the attendance 
of the children in the schools, have 
been enacted, and in our own State it 
has been made a subject of legislation, 
and a powerful and persistent effort 
has been made to engraft a compul­ 
sory feature upon our system of pub­ 
lic instruction. Believing this to be 
one of the living issues that will again 
occupy the attention of the Legisla­ 
ture of California, it becomes us, as 
teachers aud friends of our public 
schools, to examine carefully into the 
merits of the changes proposed, and, 
so far as lies iu our power, to guard 
them against such innovation as would 
impair their ettioieiicy, or make them 
less worthy the confidence of the peo­ 
ple in general. 
One great evil of the present is ex­ 
perimental legislation. 
Empirical schemes, designed with 
the best of motives for the advance­ 
ment of education, may result in dis­ 
cord and confusion. 
We should not 
leave a well beaten road to follow ail 
unexplored by-path, with hope of 
shortening the distance. 
A compulsory school law is unneces­ 
sary. Under the voluntary system as 
much has been, and is now being ac­ 
complished, as it would be possible to 
accomplish under such a system of 
compulsion as prevails 
elsewhere, 
where the strong arm of the govern­ 
m ent controls the schools, prescribes 
the studies, selects tlie teachers, and 
then, under penalties, direct, or other­ 
wise, requires the attendance of the 
children, irrespective of tlie wishes of 
their parents. 
According to the last 
report of the Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instruction, there were in this 
State 103,116 children between the 
ages of 5 and 15 years, of which num ­ 
ber 29,459 did not attend any school— 
or about 22 per cent of the whole 
number. 
In many of the States the percent­ 
age of those not attending school is 
much less. In Prussia, whose school 
system has been held up as a model 
for imitation, it is well known that at 
least 20 per cent of the children be­ 
tween 6 and 14 years of age do not at­ 
tend any school. The voluntary sys­ 
tem has accomplished as much as has 
ever been achieved by anv system of 
compulsion elsewhere, anu if not re­ 
tarded by unwise experiments, results 
will be reached far exceeding what 
lias been achieved by other systems in 
other lands. 
The compulsory system is in dota­ 
tion of the rights, duties and responsi­ 
bilities of parents. 
Tlie rights of parents result from 
their duties. 
It is the duty of parents 
to edueate their children; to form 
them for a life of usefulness and vir­ 
tue; to provide them with some em ­ 
ployment needful for their subsistence 
ami to prepare them for the positions 
assigned them, and they have a right 
for such authority as may be necessary 
for these purposes. 
As these duties belong exclusively 
to parents, no one can properly exer­ 
cise tlie rights resulting from them 
unless by delegated authority; and 
lienee it follows that any law that 
takes children from under the con­ 
trol of tlie parent, and forces them to 
submit to u course of instruction not 
in accordance with the wishes of the 
parent, is founded upon the assump­ 
tion and exercise of rights only ac­ 
quired by superior force. 
Our public school system has not 
yet been brought to so high a degree 
of perfection as to render it expedient 
to make it compulsory. 
No system ot such paramount im ­ 
portance should be forced 
u|k>ii a 
people until it is first rendered as per­ 
fect as it is possible to niuke it. 
Tlie Slate by m aking education free 
to all, seeks to im part to the young 
such an amount of intellectual ami 
moral training as will niakethem good 
citizens. It is a political necessity, in 
a republic, tiiat tlie great body of the 
voters should be intelligent. 
Tills necessity our public school sys­ 
tem supplies reasonably well, although 
there is still much room for improve­ 
ment, even in this respect. But there 
is another necessity which our system 
of public instruction does not reach. 
It is necessary in a republic that the 
great mass ot'its citizens should know 
how to make un honest living. This 
is necessary in order to guard against 
theevilsof pauperism, and still more 
in order tiiat the voters may not be 
constrained through poverty to sell 
their votes, ami thus corrupt the very 
source of power in the government. 
While the intellectual and moral pow­ 
ers should receive that degree ot de­ 
velopment th at is essential to every 
citizen, physical training should by 
no means be neglected. 
The body 
should be made strong and vigorous 
by manual labor, and it should be the 
constant aim of u government which 
directs and controls the education of 
its future citizens to provide that thev 
be carefully instructed in some branch 
of productive industry, ami thorough­ 
ly imbued with the sentiment that it 
is not dishonorable to work, that la­ 
bor of the head, the heart or tne hands, 
is the only true nobility, the only 
certain means of success hi life.

Tlie President United States com­ 
mands it to be made known that all 
soldiers who have deserted their colors, 
and who shall, on or before the first 
day of January, 1873, surrender them ­ 
selves at any m ilitary station, shall re­ 
ceive a full panion, only forfeiting the 
pay and allowances due them at the 
time of their desertion, and shall be 
restored to duty without trial or pun­ 
ishment on condition ihat they faith­ 
fully serve through the term of their 
enlistment. 
By order of the Secretary of War. 
E. D. T o w n s e n d , 
Adjutant General. 
The above order affects several thou­ 
sand men now living un this cousL 
Nearly 2,600 enlisted men of the 
army have deserted their regiments, 
stationed in the Pacific States ami 
Territories, since January, 1871. 
Printed descriptive lists of these 
men, and all others who have deserted 
while serving on this coast, will soon 
be placed in the hands of Marshals, 
and Deputy Marshals of Districts, 
Sheritls, Magistrates ami Police Ofil- 
cers. 
It will thus be seen that many of 
the deserters who do not deliver 
themselves up under the liberal terms 
now ottered by the President, will 
surely lie arrested, or live iu peril of 
arrest and punishment.

W e want to do something that 
will be of benefit to us in tlie future, 
und it is necessary the beginning 
sh o u ld be ill that direction. 
We ought 
to know the circumstances under 
which we have met; and my mind 
calls up this: Under what authority is 
this meeting called ? 
Tlu* platform of the Peoples' Inde­ 
pendent Party, adopted in Sacramento, 
September 25, 1873j was read. 
Mr. Doss—It is very true that we 
heartily indorse all those resolutions. 
They are the very thing, in theory, 
that we crave. But, the point I wisli 
to get at is whether we, as a body, are 
to-night going to act practically upon 
those resolutions. 
* 
* 
* 
I, 
therefore, request an explanation upon 
wliut authority we act. 


HO W T H E M EETIN G W AS CA LLED . 
Mr. W arner—In answer to the gen­ 
tleman, I may suy I am as much au­ 
thorized to speak, perhaps, upon one 
point, as any other gentleman pres­ 
ent. He inquired for what this meet­ 
ing is called. I will state, Mr. Chair­ 
man, in response to the inquiry, that 
some tim e iu tlie latter part of Sep­ 
tember, I received a letter from the 
Secretary of the Peoples’ Independent 
Party. 
He was an entire stranger to 
me; nor do 1 know why lie com­ 
menced corresponding with me 
But 
the correspondence bus been kept up, 
somewhat, from that time to the pres­ 
ent; and in one of his recent letters he 
urged the organization of the party in 
this county. 
I inferred from his letter 
that one of his reasons for urging the 
organization of the party in this 
county was, that at the late Judicial 
election there was not much of an or­ 
ganization here, if any, of tlie party. 
1 showed his letter to some of my ac­ 
quaintances and spoke with them upon 
the expediency of having a meeting 
for the purpose of organizing the party 
in this county. It met with their ap­ 
probation, and I bad a notice published 
in tlie newspapers th at led to this 
meeting here to-night. 
I did not do 
it, however, until I had consulted 
with some friends, who, I believed, 
were in the movement more than 1 
was myself, in fact. This is the reason 
why the meeting was called, as far as 
I know anything about it. 1 supposed 
that the object to be accomplished was 
the electing of a County Committee. 
That was the idea 1 had. 
My opinion 
is, that is the proper step to be taken 
and which ought to be taken now, for 
when that committee is once elected it 
can go on. 


MOTION. 
Mr. Lindley—If we are here for the 
purpose of becoming part 
of the 
Peoples’ Independent Party of the 
State, the first thing to be done is to 
indorse the platform of that party; and 
for that purpose, and to introduce tlie 
question, I move the adoption of the 
Peoples’ Independent Parly’s platform. 
The resolution was seconded by Mr. 
Doss. 
After a question of inquiry l>y Mr. 
Gillette, tlu* following 


RESOLUTION 
Was introduced by Mr. Lindley, as a 
substitute for his motion: 
Jlesolvtd, Tiiat the Peoples’ Inde­ 
pendent Party of Los Angeles county 
cordially approves and heartily adopts 
the platform of principles enunciated 
by the Peoples’ independent Party of 
the State, in convention assembled, at 
Sacramento, September 25, 1873. 
Mr. Gould called for tin* reading of 
that purt of t lie platform on the sub­ 
ject of the tariff*, and said lie wanted 
to know whether the m eeting would 
act upon that part of tlu* platform 
separately or not. 
Mr. Barrows called attention to the 
fact that tlie part about the tariff was 
only a part of the general platform. 
He said: There may be some things in 
the general platform some of us do 
not altogether agree with, but in tin* 
platform generally we do agree. Al­ 
though 1 am myself a tariff man, I 
still believe in what is said there. It 
cannot be denied that the movement 
last fall was an uprising—a protest— 
against the corruptions, foolishness 
and encroachments of overbearing 
corporations. 
Now, If we are in favor 
of uniting with the party throughout 
the State, the first tiling, it seems to 
me, for us todo, ts to form a local or­ 
ganization and work with it; pass this 
resolution and proceed to organization 
at once. [Applause.] We are not only 
to act ourselves, as I understand it, 
but also to co-operate with the Granges. 
Mr. Olden—We want an organiza­ 
tion of tlie people and by the people; 
untramuieled bv party tie9 other than 
those incidental to this new organiza­ 
tion. 
Men who never voted outside 
of their party before, are ready to co­ 
operate iu this new movement. There­ 
fore it is necessary for us to be careful. 
If we endorse this platform, that puts 
us in accord with the party through­ 
out the ¡8tute. Then let us have a com­ 
mittee at once. Thi9 will be a pre­ 
liminary organization, and when the 
time comes tor work we can work. 
Mr. King—What we want is organi­ 
zation. 
We want to put ourselves in 
harmony with the organization of the 
State. 1 believe the tim e has come 
when many of us—old line Demo­ 
crats as we may be called—old line 
Republicans as they may be called— 
have come to the conclusion, from past 
experiences, and from our conviction 
of the future interests of the country, 
und its welfare—that party lines and 
party interests, as they have existed 
in years past, have outlived their use­ 
fulness. One party has become cor­ 
rupt on the one side, and the other 
party ha-s become equally corrupt on 
tlie other. 
They who profess to In* 
good 
citizens 
are ready to unite 
upon some platform, the carrying out 
of which, will be conducive to the wel­ 
fare of the country. We now want to 
get en rapport with tlie Independent 
movement of the State. 
I accept the 
resolution, therefore, offered as a sub­ 
stitute for the motion I made at the 
outset of the meeting. 
After we get 
en rapport with the general movement 
we can proceed to preliminary organi­ 
zation in this county. 
Voice—Question. 
And the resolution was adopted. 


FURTH ER PROCEEDINGS. 
Mr. Beaue—I move, Mr. Chairman, 
that we proceed to elect a County Cen­ 
tral Committee to consist of seven 
members, distributed as follows: One 
member from each Supervisor’s dis­ 
trict, except district No. 1, which shall 
have two, and two from the county at 
large. Then there certainly cannot be 
any impression, on tbe part of those 
outside of the citv. that Los Angeles 


has any undue advantage in the com­ 
mittee. This matter, 1 understand, 
lias been a source of great trouble to 
both of the old parties, in the organi­ 
zation of their committees. Under 
the motion, from outside of tlie city 
there will lu* five, against Los Angeles 
two. 
Mr. Olden—I second the motion. 
Tin* people in the country have an idea 
that Los Angeles wants to get too 
many, all the time, on committees 
like these. If two members are elect­ 
ed from the county at large, it will 
satisfy them; they will sec oi,r inten­ 
tion is to be perfectly fair. 
Mr. King—I move as a substitute, 
that the Chair appoint a committee of 
five or seven, for the purpose of re­ 
porting a Central Committee for the 
county and that five committee report 
to a meeting to he held next Saturday 
evening. 
My object in m aking the 
motion is this: it is necessary in mak­ 
ing tlu* selections, for the County Com­ 
mittee to so distribute them through­ 
out the county that they will give tlu* 
most satisfaction to the people inter­ 
ested iu the movement. If tlie com­ 
mittee I propose is appointed there 
will be time to canvas. 
M. Beane—We may not get as large 
an attendance next Saturday as we 
have to-night. 
Mr. Olden thought the County Com­ 
mittee could be selected at the present 
meeting, The committee would luive 
little to do until the next campaign 
commenced; then it would call a con­ 
vention and elect a permanent Cen­ 
tral Committee for the county. 
Chairman—Mr. King's motion lias 
not been seconded. 
Mr. Lindley—I second the motion. 
The election of a County Committee 
is of great importance. The elections 
should be made w ith the greatest of 
care. He related what had been done 
in tían Luis Obispo County; the re­ 
markable and rapid success there. 
The result was, the Independent nom­ 
inee for Supreme Judge received a 
majority of thirty-four votes over the 
other candidates. The movement in 
San Luis surprised even the men who 
went into it. 
Mr. Doss wanted care taken that 
nothing be doue to weaken tlu* confi­ 
dence and respect for the movement of 
the people on the outside. 
Alter remarks by Messrs. Gordon, 
W arner and Stanley 
Judge Thompson took the fioor (Mr. 
Richardson in the chair), and said: 
There are two questions—first, is this 
meeting competent, to make an organ­ 
ization of the Independent Party of 
the county. Second, if so, is the mode 
proposed t lie proper one and most judi­ 
cious mode; the mode which is most 
likely to meet the approbation of tlie 
people. That such a party exists there 
is no doubt, but in this county there 
has been no organization yet. Never­ 
theless, tlie party does exist. 
Let us 
consider the first question. 
In the 
first place, I think the notice calling 
this meeting was insufficiently pub­ 
lished. 
1 think it appeared in but 
three of the daily papers. Here is a 
large count}’, territorially considered. 
It is impossible to give notice every­ 
where in the county in tlu* time and 
manner (his notice was given. Great 
care should he exercised in effecting 
the organization proposed. 
We don’t 
want an organization simply in name. 
We want an organization that will 
meet the approbation of tlu* people. 
If you do not effect such an organiza­ 
tion, you will hear to that effect from 
tlu* people. Ample notice ought to be 
given. There arc no great questions 
to be considered now as a party organ­ 
ization. We are not marshaling our 
hosts to march against the enemy 
and conquer him. 
We are sim­ 
ply proposing a preliminary organi­ 
zation, and preparing to obtain a 
victory. 
(Appluuse.J 
Don’t 
go 
in 
and get 
a 
head put on you. 
(Laughter.) Go in to win. 
If it was 
absolutely necessary to effect an or­ 
ganization to-night, it could be done; 
but there is no necessity it should 
be done so quickly. 
Now as to the 
mode of appointing a Central Com­ 
mittee. That is the business of the 
mass of tlie party. 
I believe tlie 
best mode is to let tlie* people general­ 
ly who are interested in this Inde­ 
pendent movement (whose Mipport we 
i must have to succeed), have time to 
act. We wunt harmony. 
We will 
fail without it. 
I think tlu* proper 
way is to appoint a committee, to­ 
night, to arrange for a l’rimary Elec­ 
tion at the time when tlu* farmers, too, 
can attend to tlu* matter. Tlu* Cen­ 
tral Committee is the machinery of 
tlu* party. 
Let this Committee de­ 
vise a mode by which the Central 
Committee shall be elected by the 
people themselves. 
Then harmony 
will prevail. 
I have never been a 
strict part izan. 
I would bolt all par­ 
ties when the result to bo achieved is 
wrong. I am in favor of a powerful 
and harmonious organization, spring­ 
ing from the people. 
Let them act, 
and we will achieve success. 
Mr. King withdrew his motion, after 
more discussion, and tlu* Committee 
was appointed, as stated in yesterday’s 
H e r a l d , with tin* exception that J. 
T. Gordon was elected from tlu* Third 
District, and W. R. Olden from tin* 
district in which Anaheim is situated. 


Tlie Prescott Miner quotes incor­ 
rectly several passages from its col­ 
umns, which were telegraphed to the 
H e r a l d from San Bernardino.

The Weekly Miner had better look at 
home before it presumes to correct 
the best daily paper published in 
Southern California.

N ew Yokk, Nov. 1, 1873. 
E d it o r H e r a l d :—In my last the 
hope was expressed that a better feel­ 
ing would exist in commercial circles 
before the close of the present month 
—but the near approach of December 
gives little 
encouragement 
for a 
brighter outlook. Collections in the 
interior are bad, and country mer­ 
chants, acting under the general im­ 
pression of a decline in prices, are loth 
to make purchases, even on credit. 
Our banks are beginning to extend a 
limited amount of aid to the mer­ 
chants of this city, but even with the 
aid thus afforded there will be many 
of them unable to meet their matur­ 
ing obligations—not from a want of 
assets on their part, but the inability 
of their customers to respond finan­ 
cially. 
And now, with the Winter 
months close upon us, the tide must 
be breasted as test we can until the 
return of Spring, when a more pros­ 
perous era is anticipated. 
Our heavy real estate brokers report 
an unusually quiet market, and while 
there has thus far been no decline in 
prices of property on this island, they 
express the opinion that the rates now 
asked are entirely too high, and that 
the present extravagant prices must 
undergo a decline before sales can be 
effected. 
Operators freely express 
their views that a return to specie 
payments will necessitate a decline of 
twenty per cent, from the rates now 
ruling. The prices of real estate in 
our city, during the past ten years, in 
some localities, have appreciated one 
thousand per cent., especially is this 
the cáse on and above Fourteenth 
street. 
Among the most creditable improve­ 
ments now under way in our midst at 
this time, are the new Postofilce, 
Western Union Telegraph Company’s 
building and the Tribune building.
